PROPOSAL No. L 

Shall Section 3 of the Charter 
of the City of Grayling be amend- 
ed tu read as follows: 

Section 3. The gevernmment of 
the City. and all the powers 
thereof, except as otherwise pro- 
vided by this charter, or by state 
law, shall be vested in a council 
of five members who shall be 
elected at each regular city elec- 
tion for terms of four years each, 
except as hereinafter pr ovided, 
the term of each elected council 
member to commence on_ the 
Monday next after the certifica- 
tion of his election, provided, 
however, that at the regular city 
election to be held in 1945, the 
members of the council shall be 
lelected for the following terrns: 

3 members for terms of two 
years each. 

2 members for terms of four 
years each, 

Pravided Further, that at the) 
regular city election to be held in 
1947 and at each regular city 
election to be held every two 
years thereafter, there shall be 
elected a number of councilmen 
equal to the number of members 
whose terms then expire, it being 
the intent of this provison to es- 
tablish a city council with mem- 
bers thereof whose terms shall 
not all expire at one and the 
same time.
